Joseph Kandaba Slays His Wife 
and Then, Fleeing, Wounded 
Mortally by Policeman. 


WAS FREED BY HER AID 


Divorcee Waylaid by William John- 
son, bot. Hurls Son Cut of 
Bullet’s Way. 


EUNICE CARRIER IS THE VICTIM 


At almost the same iInetant last night two 
women were shot mortally by two paroled 
convicts in different parts of the west side, 

In one instance the slayer was killed as 
he fled. 

In the other the assassin, a jealous suitor, 
eluded the authorities end is at large 

The victims: 


BLANCHE KANDABA, 23 years old, 
slain in mother’s candy store, 1232 
South Ashland avenue, by her hus- 
band, Joseph. ; 

Eunice Carrier, divorcee, shot in ab- 
domen by William Johnson, at her 
residence, 1120 Austin avenue. Still 


alive but recavery doubtful. 

Mrs. Kandaba was olmost instantly kilted 
by her husband’s shots. She had helped get 
him out of Joliet prison on parole nine months 
ago. The slayer, in flight, was shot and 
killed a few moments later by Policeman 
Dennis Condon of the Maxwell station. 

The mother and two sisters df the mur- 
céered woman were huddled together in ex- 
cited grief in the little shop after the killing, 
while the dead woman lay on a bed ina Uttle 
room to the rear of the candy shop, 1232 Ash- 
land avenue, where the family lived. The 
mpther, Mrs. TilMe Heicher, tried to tell about 
the killing of her daughter, but the story 
was incoherent, 


Just Returned from Florida. 

” Blanche’s husband came back from Joliet 
abput nine months ago,” she said. ‘* They 
had not been living together before he went 
to prison. He would not support my daugh- 
ter. He would not work. He wasa bad man. 

“Blanche only came back from Florids 
three weeks ago. I told her she had better 
tell Joe she was back, then he could not say 
or think she tried to hide. Blanche tele- 
phoned his sister the other day. He came 
right down to the store then and staid a short 
time. Then he came tonight. 

“ They did not quarrel. I was in the store. 
He bought her candy and sat on the counter 
while she ate it. I went tothe kitchen. Soon 
I heard the pistol shots. I rushed back and 
Blanche was lying on the floor dying and 
Joe had fled.’”’ 

The sister of the dead woman asserted 
Kandaba thratened his wife while shé was 
in the store a few moments before the shoot- 
ing. 

“ We were frightened.”’ said the girl, who 
was talking between sSobs. “ but what could 
we d0? We tried to) treat him nice. We 
were afraid of him. He was bad.” 


Shoots at Pursuer. 

As soon as Kandaba fired twice, he rushed 
out of the store and fled east. . Ernest Shuh, 
a teamster living at 1627 West Thirteenth 
street, saw him, and, thinking he was a rob- 
ber, tried to stop him. The murderer raised 
hig weapon and took a quick shot at Shuh, 
who dodged back. , 

This bullet passed through the window of 
the Morris Seigen’ saloon, Washburn and 
South Ashland avenue. Policeman Condon, 
stamding in front of the saloon, promptly gave 
chase. 

Kandaba ran to Wood street. when he 
crossed the street and entered a yard. It was 
dark in the yard, and the policeman hesitated 
at the sidewalk. 

Kandcaba fired again in the dark. The bul- 
let went wide. The policeman returned the 
fire, sending two shots in quick succession 
toward the flash made by Kandaba’s weapon. 


Lights Match to See Wounded Man. 

The fugitive sank to the ground and groaned 
out: : 

“ You got me that time; don't shoot again.” 

Officer Condon was not so sure he had him. 
He called to Shuh, who had followed them, to 
light a match. 

The little fame ehowed the man lying dou- 
bled up on the ground at the end ofa blind 
alley, bleeding profusely from the body. His 
revolver ja) »eside him. 

Kandaba had stopped because he could go 
no further and had watted in the dark for 
the policeman tocome up. His aim was bad 
or hé would have added Condon’s death to 


his eccount. | 
The officer received the fire of the fugitive 


‘from only a few paces distant, and was for- 


tunate to escape without a wound. 


Little Hope for Kandaba. 

Kandaba was'taken to the county hospital. 
Physicians say/he will die from his wounds, 
both of which are in the abdomen. 

The dying man had been sent to the peni- 
tentiary several times, the last time for 
shooting and wounding Joseph Cella, 2012 
Blue Island avenue, eighteen monthsago. 

It was said that Kandabe and hig wife had 
quarreled over his charge that she kept com- 
pany with other men while he wasin prison. 

Mre. Kandaba’sa two wounds both were in 
the body and she died within a few moments 
without recovering consciousness.

Potato Bug Flourishes Since Quail’s

Blame for the destruction of birds tn Iill- 
nois, and a consequent aimost inconceiviable 
harm to the’ crops of the state, was placed 
upon Chicago by J. P. Gilbert of the Univer- 
sity of Lilinois, who spoke last night at the 
Y. M. C. A. on “* Birde of the Farm and City.” 

He said the hunters of the cities, who did 
not realize the value of birds to farm prod- 
ucts, made possible an annual loss from in- 
sects to crops and forests of the United 
States of $700,000,000. 

Mr. Gilbert said it was due to destruction of 
quall in Jilinois that the potato bug was be- 
coming such a pest; that quail on the fable is 
worth a few cents, but that quall on the farm 
is worth many dollars; that every hawk and 
owl is worth on an average $30 to 
state; that one “ flicker 
at a single meal; that the kingfisher is the

After finishing my work, 
which took some little time, I went around to the rear of the house and was met 
by my good friend He took me into the servants’ dining room and there gave 
me all I could eat and drink. He also gave me a quarter. I then asked him if he 
knew where I could secure any work. He did not, but, taking from his coat 
pocket the morning edition of THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE, he shoved it into.my hands 
and told me to look over the want ad column and perhaps I would find something 
there... Eagerly I scanned the miscellaneous, and down, away down near the bot-

Biank-st. 

I wrote the address on a piece of paper, thanked my benefactor for his kind- 
ness, and was on my way. AS the factory or whatever it might be was far out 
on the west side of the city, I thought [I would risk a nickel for car fare, as it 
would take me quite a while to walk that distance in the snow. I walked into 
the office of the little shop which bore the given address. There was but one 
person there, seated at a large, old fashioned desk—an old man with pure white 
hair. I told him I had read his advertisement in THm TRIBUNE and was there to 
apply for the position. 

He asked me a few personal questions and hired me at $1.25 a day. He also 
gave me a letter of introduction to a board{fng house keeper near by. In the little 
shop there were but three men working besides myself. It was a novelty factory 
and the things they made were small. I soon learned to turn out as much work 
as the other men, and it pleased the old gentleman greatly to see me take s0 
much interest tn what I did. 

One morning after I had beem there almost a year and knew how to do every 
plece of work, the old gentleman called me into the office and asked me if I 
thought I had nerve enough to go out on the road and sell goods.

SENATE'S 0. K. EXPECTED. 


Double Platoon Measure Is Not 
Likely to Go to Upper House 
in Time for Enactment.

Springfield, Ill., April 13.—[{Special.]—The 
Chicago police pension bill was passed by the 
house tonight with many votes tospare. It 
is the senate bill, amended in the house to in- 
clude police operators, and is now returned 


changes. The bill, as it originated in the 
senate, is the measure recommended by the 
Chicago city council, and hag the substantial 
backing of moat of the police department. 
The provisions add about $100,000 annually 
to the police pension fund, beginning Jan. 1, 


will come from an authorized 1 per cent in- 
crease to the fund from saloon licenses, and 
$25.000 will accrue annually from an author- 
ized increase of one-half of 1 per cent pe 
month of the contributions of the members 
of the police department to the pension fund. 


More Beneficlaries. 

The house amendments carry into the 
police pension system 146 police operators and 
forty police matrons, as wejl as half a dozen 
other positions, such as the secretary of the 
gepartment and custodian. About the only 
attaches of the department who are not under 
the pension system provisions are the host- 
lers and those holding places of that degree. 

There wae no opposition to the bills as it 
came up on its third reading, and no votes 
were cast against it. Friends of the bill, 
particularly Howard W. Hayes, assistant 
corporation counsel, who has been represent- 
ing the city government, are expecting that 
the senate will concur in the house amend- 
ments without delay ard that the bill will 
receive the signature of Gov. Deneen next 
week. ; 


Swanson Bill Smothered. 

Chicago’s home rule policy was backed up 
by the house committee on municipal cor 
porations this afternoon, when the Swanson 
bill, which it was feared by the city officiala 
would deprive Chicago of the wheel tax reve- 
nue, was tabled indefinitely. 
All that ts now pending in committee itn 
which the city council and the city adminis- 
tration are vitally intersted is the double 
platoon bill, now in the senate committee on 
mumcipalities, which was referred yesterday 
to a subcommittee for further investigation.

There are 363 flour and grist mill estab)/ish- 
ments, capitalized at $14,000,000, and having 
an agnual output of $40,000.000.

CANNON AND MANN “NAY.” 


MeDermott of Stockyards Dis- 


trict Only Democrat Oppos- 
ing the Resolution.

Washington, D. C., April 13.—{Special )- 


The resolution submitting to the states an | 
amendment to the constitution providing for | 


the direct election of United States senators 


by the people was passed by the house of | 
representatives this evening by a vote of 206 


to 16. 

Although the Republicans fought for six 
hours to amend the resolution to thelr Iiking, 
an overwhelming majority of them joined 
the Democrats finally in approving the re- 
form. 

[illinois was conspicuous in the vote oppos- 
ing the resolution. Of the 16 votes cast 
against the measure there were 15 Republi- 
cans and Representative McDermott of the 
stockyards district of Chicago. In this re 
spect the yote of McDermott against the 
popular election of senators coincides with 
the attitude of Senator Lorimer, another rep- 
resentative of the packing imterests in con- 
gress. McDermott ls one of the 23 Democrats 
who saved Cannon from defeat In the rules 
fight two years ago. 


Cannon and Mann Vote Nay. 

The two other Illinois representatives who 
voted against the resolution were former 
Speaker Cannon and Minority Leader Mann. 
They complained that the Rucker resolution 
deprived the national government of power to 
regulate the elections of senators. 

The other Republicans who voted against 
the legislation were Danforth, Dwight, and 
Malby of New York; Dodds, Fordney, and 
McMorran of Michigan; Harris, Lawrence, 
MeCall, and Wilder of Massachusetts; Hinds 
of Maine; Sulloway of New Hampshire; and 
Utter of Rhode Island. 

The resolutton now goes to the senate, 
where it failed to receive the neecSéary two- 
thirds vote a few weeks ago. It is the same 
resolution in form and content that was in- 
troduced and so ably supported by Senator 
Borah of Idaho and which was swarnped by 
the Sutherland amendment. 

The changes in the senate, however, have 
been so sweeping that the prospect of the 
passage of the resolution by the upper house 
is deemed particularly bright. There prob- 
ably will be a sufficient number of progressive 
Republican and Democratic votes to beat the 
Sutherland amendment if offered again, and 
with that out of the way it is believed two- 
thirds of the members can be marshaled in 
favor of the main proposition. 


Mann Repudiated as Leader. 


The vote of Representative Mann of Chi- 
cago against the resolution has occasioned 
much comment. In the last congress he 
objected to the considerttion of a resolution 
for the direct election of senators because 
there was a typographical error in the title 
This time he appeared as leader of the minor- 
ity, yet all but fifteen out of the 121 Republic- 
ans presented refused to follow his lead. 
This repudiation of the minority leader by a 
vast majority of the house Republicans on 
the first day that public legislation was con- 
sidered has caused much satisfaction among 
the Democrats. 

The Republican ineurgents. led by Repre- 
sentatives Lenroot and Cooper of Wisconsin, 
forced a record vote on the final passage of 
the resolution. The house voted overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the measure when Speaker 
Clark called for the viva voce vote; but the 
insurgents demanded a roll call, in order to 
put the house on record on the subject. The 
Democrats quickly seconded this demand. 

It was'a day of lively debate. Practically 
every man who spoke favored the direct 
election amendment. The differences arose 
mainly over the form of the resolution and 
the constitutional argument of whether the 


powers of the federal government were in 
any way threatened.

@age, corporation counsel, Chicago: Dear Bir: Ip 
re. Cummings Foundry—Purguant to your direc- 
tions, we have made an examination of the evi- 
@ence heretofore taken with reference to the trans- 
actions between the elty of Chicago and the Cum- 
mings Foundry company, with a view to determin- 
fing and advising the city as to the advisabllity of 
@ suit to recover from the Cummings Foundry 
company money pald to ft for castings. 

The evidence shows that a large number of cast- 
ines were purchased by the city from the Cum- 
mings Foundry company and that the purchases 
were made by the city upon socalled “ split” 
requisitions. 

In order to successfully maintain e euit [t would, 
fn addition to the foregoning, be necessary to show 
that the company in furnishing the supplies acted 
in bad faith and with fraud. 

There is no direct evidence showing this. There 
fs, however, eircumstantial evidence which tends 
to show such fraud. On the other hand, there ts 
circumstantial evidence which tends to show that 
the transactions were made in good faith. 

After careful examination of all the evidence we 
are of the opinion that, taken as a whole, ft does 
not sufficiently show bad faith on the part of the 
company to justify the belief that the city could 
successfully maintain a suit to recover. 

We do not, therefore, feel justified in recom- 
gaernding a sult by the city in the matter. 


Here Suit Is Advised. 

The opinion on the esphalt repair matter 
follows: 

Chicago, April 6.—The Hon. E4ward J. Brundage, 
corporation counsel, Chicago. Dear Sir: In re. M. 
H. McGovern company paving contract—Referring 
to your letter of Dec. 24, 1910, with reference to 
the contract dated June 1, 1906, between the city 
of Chicago and M. H. McGovern company, relating 
to asphelt pavement repairs, we beg to advise that 
we have now completed our examination of the 
questions of law and of fact arising tm this mat- 
ter. 

Considerable time hae necessarfly been devoted 
to the examination of this. complicateé subject 
matter, and the questions involved are not free 
from doubt 

From our egamination, however, we are of opin- 
fon that the evidence is such ae to form a legal! 
basis upon which the city may properly predicate 
@ suit at law to recover from the contractor the 
moner paid out by the city for esphalt pavement 
repairs, with reascnable expectation of a success- 
ful outcome of mh sult.

Died April 13, 1911. 


Born in 1839. 


Berkeley, Cal.. April 13.—WilMam Keith, 
the artist, died today at his home here.

Charge Money Is Squandered. 

Furthermore, they contend that enormous 
gmounts of money have been squandered by 
the commission in the.three years of its ex- 
istence.

While the bricklayers and hodcarriers and

of the use of cement. 

On account of the extensive use to which 
cement fs being put in all kinds of building 
construction work, bricklayers have become 
glarmed over 2 prospect of a substantial lim- 
{tation to the éemand for their class of labor. 

The brickleyers, however, denied that they 
odject to the use of cement, but insisted that 
gi Cement work (if any) in connection with 
bulidings shall be done by hodcarriers and 
building laborers, under the direction of a 
pricklayer’s foreman. 

This rule was adopted by officials of the 
Bricklayers’ union, Hodcarriers’, and Build- 
ing Laborers’ union, Chicago Masons and 
Builders’ asgociation, and the Builders’ as- 
gociation of Chicago. 


Allies for Both Sides. 

Arrayed against the cement finishers are 
€.000 bricklayers and more than 10,000 bulld- 
tng laborers, the latter receiving the absolute 
gupport of the bricklayers in their alleged 
claim of jurisdiction over cement work on 
buildings. The Cement Finishers’ union has 
@ membership of 6,000, though only a smal! 
proportion of that number is engaged in the 
building industry.

When the body of Mrs. Kate Doyle was 
laid away in Calvary cemetery yesterday the 
grave closed over the only woman who every 
named a chief of police in Chirago. 

Mrs. Doyle was responsible for the ap- 
pointment of Francis O'Neill as head of the 
department. Joseph Kipley had served four 
years as general superintendent, and Mayor 
Harrison, the present mayor elect, was cast- 
ing about for a man to succeed him. The 
politicians submitted the names of a half 
dozen members of the force as “‘ good tim- 
ber” for the office. 

Mayor Harrison was weighing the merits 
of each candidate when he received a visit 
at the city hall from Mrs. Doyle. When the 
mayor was a toddling youth Mrs. Doyle was 
his governess, having been employed in the 
Harrison household from 1865 to 1885. 


“*Kate”? Demands Hearing. 

“Lady to see you,” said the mayor's secre- 
tary. “She says her name is Doyle, but 
she insists upon ‘you being informed that 
Kate wants to see you.” 

“Show her in, at once,” said the mayor, 
“She's my second mother.” 

The greetings were mutual Mayor Harri- 
s0n clasped the woman’s thin, worn hand 
and led her to a chair In front of his*desk. 

“Well, Kate,” said the city’s chief execu- 
tive, “‘what brings you here? Anything I 
can do for you?” 


Asks for O’Neill’s Appointment. 

Edging her chair toward the table, the 
mayor's visitor glanted around the room. 
Satisfied that they were alone, she said: 

“ Carter, I’m going to ask a great favor of 
you, but gra machree, I know you'll do it 
for Kate. I see by the papers thata new chief 
of police is going to be appointed. Now. 
what brought me here was to ask you if you 
would appoint my old friend, Frank O’Nelll, 
chief. That's all.’’ 

The mayor, to use his own expression, was 
“taken off his feet.”” But Mrs Doyle went 
awey with the promise that her request 
would be granted. O'Neill was a captain at 
the time. 

It was a big surprise to O’Nelll, as he knew 
nothing of the kindly interest that had been 
taken'in him by. the woman. 


O’Neill Goes to Farm. 
Tt was arranged that O'Neil) was to take a 
few days’-leave of absence. He went to his 


farm at the “ Sag,’’ and at the next meeting

police. Of all the candidates that had been 
mentioned O'Neil] had been considered the 
weakest so far as political backing was con- 
cerned. 

Mrs. Doyle was 76 years old. She died on 
Tuesday at her residence, 3729 Dearborn 
street, where she had lived many years. Her 
husband, John Doyle, was a member of the 
city fire department. He died nine years ago. 

Mrs. Doyle was a native of County Kildare, 
Ireland, and her husband was from Wexford, 
She came to Chicago In 1854 and eleven years 
later became governess in the Harrison fam- 
ily. 


House Mecca for Fiddlers. 

Years ago her house in Dearborn street 
was a meeting place on Sunday for all the 
Irish pipers, fluters, and fiddlers in Chi- 
cago. Among those who met there to play 
the tunes of Ireland were Barney Delaney, 
James Parly, John Ennis, James Kerwin, 
James Cahill, and her choice for chief of 
police, Francis O'Neill, who played the 
pipes and flute.
